“The cost is only 0.025 per cent of 
turnover,’ he stated. “Only £1 in 
£10,000. Why the heat?” An uproar 
of disagreement lasted for several 
minutes, and drew a rebuke from the 
chairman. The speaker was, how 
ever, interrupted continually as he 
went from point to point 

He said the F.D.C. was indeed 
helpful: in the development of per 
formance tests, for instance, the chief 
value of which was to show the 
possibility of reducing costs by pro 
ducing furniture scientifically. 

The F.D.C. had started scientific 
investigation on its own initiative, and 
had received help from some sections 
of the industry. It had asked the 
B.F.M. to nominate people to serve on 
its advisory panels on many occasions, 
but without response. 

The Technical Information Services 
were being made to pay for them 
selves, and a growing number of firms 
were using them 

The Council’s functions were of 
tremendous use to the whole in- 
dustry, both large and small firms, 
as all benefited from developments. 

He warned the members against an 
emotional rejection of the F.D.¢ 

When discussion was thrown 
to the meeting Mr. W 
WRIGHTON asked the total amount 
the industry had contributed to the 
upkeep of the F.D.C., and was told 
the figure was “something under 
£100,000.” 

Replying to Mr Julius, Mr 
HARRY BARGET disagreed that 
the industry must have an alternative 
to the F.D.C. That was a matter of 
opinion. He personally wanted no 
more than the right to choose for 
himself whether or not he would be 
a member. He disliked being forced 
either way 

Mr. R. RURKA said he personally 
favoured abolition He was, how 
ever, convinced that the industry 
needed a research organisation. The 
industry was technically 
minded that they did not need guid 
ance and help 

Mr. EF. H. PINTO (Compactom, 
Ltd.) said the majority of the industry 
seemed to have adopted the attitude

The first attempt should be to 
make the F.D.C. work efficiently 
for the good of the whole trade. It 
should be run on the lines of a pub- 
lic company, and the trade should 
give guidance on such things as 
subjects for research.

No Large Concessions: Lino Position 


Me BUTLER, Chancellor of the 
l Exchequer, undertook in the 
House of Commons on Tuesday to 
give immediate consideration to 
requests that uncertainty regarding 
the future of purchase tax should 
be ended 

He might, he said, find it necess 
ary to make an early statement 

He added: “ This is not the time, 
in my view, when large concessions, 
or indeed concessions of any type, 
are likely. I say that so that there 
may be no misunderstanding 
although that may be a 
note.” 

Mr. Butler showed the way his 
mind was working when he replied 
to demands that purchase tax on 


sombre 


linoleum should be removed. This, 
he said, would involve a sacrifice of 
£5 million in revenue—and he had 
not the money to do it 

The House approved by 269 votes 
to 241 the Purchase Tax (No. 1) 
Order, 1954, which, among other 
things. re-imposed the tax on tiles, 
strips and blocks, placing them in 
the same position as other floor 
overings. 

Mr. Boyd-Carpenter, Financial 
Secretary to the Treasury, said: “ It 
is clear that the practice of taking 
good rolls of linoleum and rubber 
floorcovering and cutting them up 
into little squares so that they might 
go through the sieve of purchase 
tax has developed substantially.”

ITHIN the shadow of St. Paul's 

the London home of the furn 
ishing textile industry was 
established more than 250 years ago, 
and in spite of all that has happened 
since that time the core of the 
Capital’s trade is still centred in the 
same area. 

Paternoster Square and Newgate 
Street for many years were names 
synonymous with fabrics for the 
home. There were to be found the 
warehouses and showrooms of the 
firms specialising in furnishing text- 
iles, and that was the position at 
the time of the Second Great Fire 
of London just over thirteen years 
ago. One night's blitz wiped out 
the work of years, and in the 
morning the search began for 
temporary homes—often outside the 
Square Mile—for firms who were 
as much part of the City as St 
Paul’s itself.

the disaster, asembling on the steps 
of the cathedral because not a trace 
of their building remained Dalton 
Barton's, probably one of the un- 
luckiest of the City houses during 
the war, were twice bombed out of

That was thirteen years ago, and 
to-day thirteen of the furnishing 
textile houses concentrated in St 
Paul's area have joined together to 
publicise the traditional home of the 
industry in a special “Come to the 
City of London” campaign.

the firms who were scattered from 
their original City homes over 
coming the delays and difficulties in 
rebuilding their premises or making 
others suitable for their purpose 
But to-day there are many buyers 
who were not in the furnishing 
textile trade before the war broke 
the continuity of the City’s 
tradition.

FURNISHING WORLD 








A Business Efficiency Exhibition is to be held at Leeds from 
February 23 to 26, by the Office Appliance and Business 
Equipment Trades Association. This theme of efficiency at 
work affords an opportunity to local retailers to tie up with 
special promotions stressing their ability to provide the right 
furniture for the office and to advise on suitable furnishing 

schemes for commercial and industrial undertakings. 








N' YT only during an exhibition, but 
all the year round there is good 
business to be had by furnishers in 
providing for the needs of offices in 
their locality. 

More than three million people in 
this country are officially classed as 
office workers. This figure, which 
represents one-eighth of the working 
population, does not include many 
categories of professional men, and 
the all-in total is probably nearer one- 
sixth of those earning a living 

An enterprising furnisher might 
well ask himself: how much business 
am I doing with offices in my town? 
ls my trade keeping pace with local 
developments? Am I getting a fair 
share of replacement business for out 
worn Office equipment? 

Much time and thought is given to 
the furnishing of homes, to the colour 
schemes to be adopted, to the acquisi 
tion of attractive furniture, to 
interior decoration and to the details 
of household equipment, yet in the 
office where many men and women 
spend more than half their waking 
hours, the suitability of furnish 
ing and furniture is too often the last 
matter to be This point 
should be stressed in promotions and 
displays. 

After the quality of its products or 
its services a firm’s offices should be 
its most permanent advertisement ;

Broadly speaking, office furnishing 
may be classified under three heads

For the staff, provision has to be 
made for desks, tables, seating accom 
modation, and other equipment needed 
for carrying out their work For 
the records of the recep 
tacles for the safe keeping of docu 
ments, books, and so on must be 
provided, and, for stock, storage cup- 
boards, bins, racks, etc., are required

The size and shape of the rooms, the 
number of employees to be accommo 
dated in each, the normal routine, the 
comfort and appropriate equipping of 
staff, the possibilities of expansion and 
general appearance, must all be borne 
in mind. 

Initial necessities for the retailer 
supplying office furnishings should 
include a scale plan of 4 inch or, in 
the case of large areas, 4 inch to the 
foot. Lists should next be prepared of 
all employees to occupy the respective 
space with a brief summary of the 
work of each, for in a general office
